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RESIDENTS affected by the floods 
may be eligible for help with food, 
clothing and accommodation as 
well as one-off cash payments and 
funding for repair work. 

Small business owners hit by 
flood damage can also apply for 
state and federal government 
grants. The State Government’s 
Personal Hardship Assistance 
Scheme offers referrals to a charity 
for immediate assistance, one-off 
payments of up to $850 for families, 
and grants to replace household 
contents and subsidise repairs. 

Phone the Department of Com- 
munities on 1800 173 349. 

Those whose small businesses 
have sustained flood damage can 
apply for an immediate grant of up 
to $5000, and a further $20,000 to 
help with repairs. 

Meanwhile Federal Member for 
Dickson Peter Dutton said flood 
victims in his electorate can apply 
for federal government cash pay- 
ments through Centrelink. 

Residents whose homes sustained 
major damage can apply for a $1000 
payment while a subsidy of up to 
$900 per fortnight is available for 


assistance.

Experts Say more summer rains on the way 


SOME long-overdue sunshine is 
heading our way, but the summer 
rains are far from over, according 
to the Bureau of Meteorology. 

Today and tomorrow should see 
decreasing showers, with Sunday 
predicted to have the finest 
weather. Bureau of Meteorology 
senior forecaster Bryan Rolstone 
said that, while a thunderstorm 
was likely for Monday afternoon, 
Tuesday and Wednesday would be 
mostly fine. 


However, Mr Rolstone said the 
heavy rains such as those seen on 
Tuesday were far from over. 

“There will most likely be further 
rain events for the rest of January 
and into February,’ he said. 
“Usually, with this type of La Nina 
pattern, we see more rain than 
thunderstorms. It’s usually 
monsoonal low pressure systems 
moving from the north ... with 
heavy rain... very humid and just 
packed with moisture.”

MORETON Bay Regional 
Council has defended its ac- 
tions in the wake of this 
week’s devastating floods.

THE warning came too late 
for Paul Hill and his young 
family. 

Watching from the balcony 
of their rented home in the 
Caboolture Caravan Park in 
the early hours of Tuesday, 
Mr Hill and his young family 
saw the Caboolture River 
rise with frightening speed. 

There was little time for 
preparations. 

“We've lost everything,” he 
said. 

“We stayed with a friend 
last night and I just couldn’t 
sleep.”’

Twenty homes in the Cab- 
oolture Caravan Park suf- 
fered significant damage in 
Tuesday’s flooding, with his 
among the worst. 

Power was cut to the park 
at noon on Tuesday. 

John McKegney, who has 
lived at the caravan park for 
13 years, said water rose in 
less than 30 minutes. 

“We just couldn’t beat it,”’ 
he said. 

Fellow resident Bill Austin 
counted himself “‘among the 
lucky ones’, with about 
10cm of water flowing into 
his home. 

“My beer’s warm and the 
TV doesn’t work but I’m 
alive,’ Mr Austin said. 

Despite the damage, spirits 
among the residents were 
high, with the community 
banding together in their 
hour of need.
